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‘Was 98 bus trial 
set up to fail?’ 


I would like to 
comment on 
‘98 bus trial 
won’t be extended’ 
(The Barry and 
Penarth GEM, 
January 3, 2019). 

It is very disappointing 
that following a five-year 
campaign by residents 
and politicians Cardiff 
Bus has decided not to 
continue the afternoon 
service. 

This is very disap¬ 
pointing for those who 
campaigned for an 
improved service and 
have benefited from the 
service during the trial 
period. 

A big thank you to 
Elwyn Toozer, a local 
resident, Alun Cairns MP 
and more recently Cllr 
Vincent Bailey for their 
hard work in trying to 
improve Cardiff Bus ser¬ 
vice 98 to King Square 
Highlight Park. 

However, was this 
trial period set up to 
fail? Although Cardiff 
Bus revealed that the 
response did not warrant 
a permanent change to 
the timetable, it has not 
revealed how it came to 
this conclusion. 

The afternoon ser¬ 
vice was used, but how 
many passengers would 
be required to make the 
service viable? The way 
Cardiff Bus operated the 
trial was neither efficient 
nor economical. 

The three afternoon 
journeys were operated 
by the same bus and 
driver which meant that 
the bus had a period 
waiting to commence 
each journey, a journey 
between King Square 
and Morrisons without 
passengers and a ‘Not in 
Service’ journey between 
Morrisons and King 
Square before commenc¬ 
ing the next service 98 
journey. Each 40-minute 
round journey was fol¬ 
lowed by a 20-minute 
non-productive period. 
How could a service 
being operated this way 
ever become viable? 

Several years ago, 
service 98 was created 
by terminating service 94 
at Morrisons. Previously, 
service 94 ran between 
Cardiff city centre and 
Highlight Park, twice an 
hour, six days a week. 
This service was 


successful and the diffi¬ 
culties only arose when 
Cardiff Bus created ser¬ 
vice 98 to cover the King 
Square/Highlight Park as 
part of the journey. 

Prior to this, there 
were four buses an hour 
between Highlight Park 
and King Square with 
the other two buses (ser¬ 
vice B4) run by another 
operator. 

Service 98 is the only 
service provided by 
Cardiff Bus in the Barry 
area that runs once an 
hour, mornings only, five 
days a week. All other 
Cardiff Bus services in 
the Barry area (94, 95, 
96, 97 and 97A) run 
twice an hour on at least 
six days a week. 

This may suggest that 
extending service 94 to 
Highlight Park, as pro¬ 
vided previously, will be 
more cost effective and 
provide a way forward. 
Often the more frequent 
and reliable a bus ser¬ 
vice, the more passengers 
it will attract. 

A further explanation 
is required on the way 
Cardiff Bus set up and 
operated the trial and the 
conclusions drawn from 
it.

Cardiff Bus with an 
opportunity to respond 
to the points Mr 
Mitchell made, 

A spokesperson 
responded: “Regrettably, 
and despite our best 
endeavours working 
with local user repre¬ 
sentatives and Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
we have been unable to 
increase on a regular 
basis the number users 
during the afternoons. 

“Therefore, we 
will revert back to the 
pre-September timeta¬ 
ble, albeit with a slight 
improvement in that the 
2.23pm journey from 
Highlight Park will 
now continue beyond 
Pontypridd Road to the 
Waterfront. ”

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‘Did St Paul s report 
answer key questions?’ 


asks local 

A PLAID Cymru councillor claims 
the pre-application report on St Paul’s 
Church, Barry failed to answer some 
local residents’ key concerns, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Cllr Ian Johnson also told The GEM it ignored a 
request from the Vale CouneiTs highways depart¬ 
ment for a more detailed traffie survey of the area. 

Thirty-four residents responded to the consulta¬ 
tion on the demolition of the church and hall and the 
construction of 31 flats. 

LRM Planning compiled the report and said 
the scheme was consistent with national and local 
policies. 

Cllr Johnson, who urged people to respond to 
the Vale Council’s own consultation on the plans, 
said: “The pre-application consultation (PAC) is 
required by law, and intended as a way of resolving 
issues with the local community before the planning 
application is submitted. 

“Unfortunately, this is the latest in a series of 
consultations which brush off local concerns with 
short or poorly informed responses - for example 
a request by the Vale’s highways department for a 
more detailed traffic parking survey is refused while 
disappointment at the loss of community facilities is 
ignored because the Memorial Hall is nearby. 

“There have been some limited changes to the 
proposals as a result of the consultation, but many 
of the questions asked by residents still remain 
unanswered.” 

A spokesman for LRM Planning said all the 
comments had received a response. 

He said: “LRM Planning received 34 responses 
from interested local parties, and responses from 
Barry Town Council and Cllr Ian Johnson. 

The pre-application consultation process requires 
applicants to consider responses received, it does 
not oblige applicants to amend proposals to address

concerns. 

“Notwithstanding that, the proposals at St Paul’s 
Church have been devised over an extended period 
of time via consultation with various parties, and 
all comments raised through the PAC process have 
been responded to, as required. 

“It now lies with the local planning authority to 
consider the proposals, and any further comments 
made by interested parties. 

“Ultimately, this scheme proposes a development 
that accords with local and national policies and 
delivers much-needed housing on a sustainable 
brownfield site to address a known housing demand.” 

A Vale Council spokesman confirmed that the 
planning application was received on December 
12 and that people can comment on the planning

“This includes clearance work and 
the rubbish will be taken away by con¬ 
tractors in the next couple of weeks. 

“You can’t wave a magic wand - 
there’s going to be some rubbish while 
improvements are made. 

@The aim is to get everything ready 
for February.” 

In 2018, Mr Danter was ordered 
to pay £35,000 in fines and court 
costs after his Treasure Island arcade 
building breached planning regula¬ 
tions.

Last week, Llantwit 
Major residents received 
a leaflet in which Mr 
Cairns addressed issues 
such as transport, 
local business and 
schools, along with 
photographs of him¬ 
self with local groups. 

The GEM asked Mr

Harris said: “When you 
get another leaflet from

weeks, which repeats 
claims he made previ¬ 
ously, it appears he is 
desperate to get votes in 
a forthcoming election. 

“It is clear that Mr 
Cairns is spending his 
time canvassing local 
people because he is des¬ 
perate to keep his seat.” 

Local councillor 
Gwyn John agreed that 
the leaflet drop appeared 
to be electioneering: “It 
looks that the gloves are 
off and an election might 
be just around the cor¬ 
ner. It could be declared 
as early as January 15 
when the Commons’ 
vote on Brexit is held 
and Mrs May is favour¬ 
ite to lose the vote.” 

Other parties in the 
Vale told The GEM 
they were ready if an 
election was called. 

The Labour Party’s 
prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate 
for the Vale, Belinda 
Loveluck-Edwards, said: 
“I am prepared for an 


election and eager for 
the opportunity to put 
Labour’s case before 
voters across the Vale. 

“I will continue to 
campaign all year round 
to make sure people 
know how Alun Cairns 
and this Tory government 
are failing our families, 
our communities and 
continue to treat Wales 
with utter contempt.” 

Plaid Cymru coun¬ 
cillor Ian Johnson, who 
finished third in the Vale 
in the 2017 election, said: 
“A third general election 
in four years would prove 
the Westminster system 
is broken, and shows why 
our Welsh Parliament 
should have more pow¬ 
ers in future, including 
welfare and media. 

“If an election is 
called. Plaid Cymru 
will be fighting to make 
sure Wales gets the 
funding we deserve, 
and use that money to 
improve our hospitals, 
schools and transport.”

PLAID Cymru 
councillors Nic 
Hodges and Steffan 
Wiliam have called 
on the council to 
take action in order 
to preserve the site 
of Barry Castle. 

Cllr Nic Hodges 
said: “We have already 
informed Vale officers 
that buddleia is growing 
on Barry Castle, but 
nothing has happened 
to remove it or make 
the brickwork safe. 

“It’s an invasive weed 
and it’s aheady having 
a destructive impact on 
the stone brickwork. As 
you can see, a number 
of stones have fallen. 
It’s only going to get 
worse if not addressed.” 

Cllr Steffan Wiliam 
added: “Under the 

Conservatives, the Vale 
Council has made deep 
cuts into its resources 
and staffing, partieularly 



in the visible services 
department. However 
there is a statutory 
obligation to look after 
Grade 2 listed buildings.” 

The Plaid councillors 
are keen to secure a 
museum for Barry and 
regard the castle as an 
important part of the 
town’s history. Cllr 


Hodges concluded: “The 
castle was the seat of 
the de Barri family and 
built in the 13th century, 
though it lies on top of an 
even older site. We need 
to look after our heritage 
before it’s gone forever.” 


Camera Club round off 
year with two meetings 


A combination of the calen¬ 
dar and Christmas and New 
Year holidays forced a severely 
curtailed month at Barry 
Camera Club, with sadly 
only two meetings possible. 

Our programme started on 
December 7 of the month with a visit 
from Tm Knifton (AWPF, CPAGB, 
AFIAP, PSA*7), a widely exhibited 
and published travel photographer 
who this month showed us a new 
facet to his skills - that of drone 
photography. Tim specialises in 
recording and portraying the derelict 
and abandoned buildings and machin¬ 
ery that he and his team locate in 
their travels around the world and 
his programme tonight featured work 
he has undertaken on visits to Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Greece and the UK. 

Tim has a very strict set of rules 
and never enters a building forcibly 
or removes anything. Neither he nor 
his team would vandalise or damage 
any part of a building and wher¬ 
ever possible he obtains permission 
to enter these buildings which have 
been abandoned mainly due to earth¬ 
quake damage, or sometimes for no 
apparent reason other than economic. 

The program started with a series 
of images of asylums and hospitals, 
followed by industrial units such as 
a cotton mill and a knitwear plant 
which featured some very fine detail 
in the pictures of the turbine and 
steam rooms, helped by Tim’s use 
of high dynamic range photography. 

The evening went on to include 
images taken from a drone. Tim has 
limited himself to the UK for his drone 
photography due to the uncertainty of 
foreign regulations controlling the fly¬ 
ing of these things, but the images he 
showed gave us a whole new perspec¬ 
tive on landscape photography. This 
was a display of extremely high qual¬ 
ity work which was much appreciated 
by the members and we look forward 
to welcoming Tim again next year. 


December 16 saw us welcome old 
friend of the club Jenny Hibbert. 
Fresh from her success as Nature Gold 
Medal winner from the Photographic 
Alliance of Great Britain Masters of 
Print, an event which attracts entries 
from across the UK, Jenny came to give 
a presentation entitled ‘The Essentials 
of Being a Wildlife Photographer’ 
and she gave us, as a club, a treat. 

Jenny is a highly respected special¬ 
ist in nature photography and took 
us on her travels around Europe and 
beyond, sharing images of polar bears, 
white tailed eagles, owls and dippers 
from her local river, not to mention 
her award-winning image of two foxes 
captured in her daughter’s garden. 

Along the way she was generous 
enough to share the tips and tricks 
which go into creating a compelling 
wildlife photograph. Chief among 
these were patience - that willingness 
to wait for hours to catch that special 
moment, together with a commit¬ 
ment to going out in all weathers. 

She also shared top tips on equip¬ 
ment and settings for aspiring wildlife 
snappers. It is no surprise that Jenny 
is considered to be one of the best 
wildlife photographers on the club 
circuit in Wales. We had a treat! 

Throughout 2019 we have a full 
programme of talks, demonstrations, 
photographic expeditions, competi¬ 
tions and inter-club battles planned. 
New members are particularly encour¬ 
aged and will be made most welcome 
with a programme being prepared 
especially for the new and less expe¬ 
rienced photographers to allow them 
to quickly gain more proficiency 
and satisfaction from their hobby.

A ramblers’ winter walk 
takes in the best beaches 


CONTINUING the Ramblers 
Festival of Winter Walks 
into 2019, a group of seven 
walkers joined leaders Jan 
and John to walk three 
beautiful Barry beaches. 

Heading through Cold Knap gardens 
past waterfowl preening themselves 
beside the lake built during the 1920s 
in the shape of a Welsh harp, they 
made their way up onto the promenade 
with its views across the vast expanse 
of pebble beach towards Rhoose Point. 

At Watchtower Bay, a descent 
across the pebble beaeh and a rather 
wonky makeshift stony bridge over 
the stream led them onto the firm sand 
at Watchtower Bay and up stone steps 
onto the breakwater. 

They crossed the headland in front 
of Friar’s Point House whieh began its 
life as the Marine Hotel when it was 
built by Francis Crawshay, the name 
was ehanged to the Pier Hotel by JD 
Traherne and then again in 1873 when 
it was given its present name by Lord 
Windsor. 

Barry Island or Ynys y Barri 
remained an island until the 1880s 
when it became joined to the mainland 
after the arrival of the railway and the 
advent of the docks. 

By the turn of the 19th eentury 
Barry Island was attraeting visitors 
and a seawall, the promenade, shel¬ 
ters, toilets and pleasure gardens were 
erected at Whitmore Bay. Crossing the 
wide expanse of sand they reached the 
eastern end of the promenade near the 
climbing wall, continuing their jour¬ 
ney along the Clements Colley Walk 
and passing the National Coastwatch 
Institute, they were able to enjoy views 
of Sully Island with misty views of 
Flat and Steep Holm in the Bristol 
Channel. 


Making their way across Jackson’s 
Bay which is named after the Civil 
Engineer and contractor Sir John 
Jackson (1851-1919) who worked on 
the construction of Barry Harbour, the 
Deep Water Lock and Graving Dock 
at Barry, they climbed the eliff path to 
Redbrink Crescent with its great view 
over the harbour. 

From Dyfrig Street steps they went 
down to the Dock Hill then along 
Clive Place and Clive Road and the 
Waterfront for the deseent to White’s 
Cosy Comer. Then following Harbour 
Roa, known locally as the causeway, 
they headed baek through the Parade 
Gardens set out on what had been 
farming land to complement the grand 
houses on the Parade, then along 
Lakeside to return to their start. 

On January 12, cateh the 8.47am 
train from Penarth Railway Station 
for the rail journey to Pentre followed 
by an 11-mile moderate walk baek to 
Treherbert; contact John R on 07484 
844 533. 

On January 13, meet 9am at Cogan 
Leisure Centre for an 8.5-mile mod¬ 
erate walk from Rhossili, along the 
beaeh to Llangennith for luneh at the 
King’s Head before the return via 
Rhossili Down; contaet Robin on 029 
2051 4051. 

Wear suitable clothing, preferably 
boots and carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree of fitness is 
required and if you are in any doubt, 
then please eontaet the leader for 
advice.

“Wooden Spoon pays towards the 
wheelchairs which cost between £3,000 and 
£4,000 each. Wheelchair rugby encourages 
youngsters with disabilities to get involved 
in the sport and have a great workout. 

“There were great people there who use 
the sport to get on with things, despite their 
disabilities.” 

He added: “The Everest challenge is 
getting close and we will soon start training 
in oxygen limited chambers.”

‘Master 
Mariner must 
be saved’ 
say locals 


REGULARS at the 
Master Mariner 
Public House have 
formed a campaign 
group in a bid to 
save the business. 

Last week. The GEM 
reported that a Vale 
Council report said it 
could be demolished 
and replaced by flats or 
a GP surgery because SA 
Brain Ltd didn’t believe 
it was a sustainable 
business. 

The report was due to 
be considered at a Vale 
Cabinet meeting on 
Monday this week, but 
was deferred to a friture 
meeting. 

A ‘Save the Master 
Mariner Committee’ 
has been formed and 
supporters are holding a 
meeting this Thursday at 
7pm. 

They claim the council 
report was incorrect in 
saying it was difficult 
to make the business 
sustainable and had 
been “closed for several 
months”. 

A spokeswoman 
for the group said the 
business was viable, and 
went on: “The last time it 
was closed was in 2002. 
It reopened in 2005 and 
has not shut its doors for 
one day since. It has been 
open from 12 noon to 12 
midnight seven days a 
week.” 

The spokeswoman 
said it provided a vital 


service for local people: 
“We have a Thursday 
club for people with 
learning difficulties 
which over time has built 
up from 10 people to 
around 40 people.” 

The pub also has skit¬ 
tles teams, pool teams 
and recently hosted a 
Christmas party for 80 
children. 

The spokeswoman 
added: “If the pub closed 
it would break the com¬ 
munity’s heart.” 

Local councillor Julie 
Aviet agreed that it was 
more than just a pub: 
“The Master Mariner is 
not just a local watering 
hole. It has become a 
community hub. 

“In an area lacking 
in community facilities, 
the closure of the pub 
would tear the heart out 
of Gibbonsdown.” 

A spokesman for SA 
Brain told The GEM: 
“We will continue to 
offer our full support 
to our partners who are 
currently operating the 
Master Mariner and as 
with all of our pubs are 
looking at all possible 
ways to develop our 
business going forward. 
In this case we lease the 
site from the council and 
naturally are keeping 
closely in touch with 
them.”

bare and is all the better 
for it. 

The film has all 
the visual hallmarks

to overshadow the story 
itself, and the three-way 
power struggle that plays 
out over the course of the 
two hours is an incredible 
thing to watch, especially 
with such indelible per¬ 
formances at the centre 
of it. 

This is a story where 
all three participants are 
both in control and yet 
not, and watching their 
entanglements and their 
desire for power and con¬ 
trol (or, in some cases, 
simple comfort) makes 
for thrilling, if disquiet¬ 
ing, viewing. 

All three central char¬ 
acters are not what you 
would class as likeable, 
yet through their foibles 
and desires, we see 
beneath their thirst for 
power and glimpse the 
humanity underneath. 

For Queen Anne, a 
life of loss, illness and 
depression has created 
a vacuum that someone 
needs to fill (her heart¬ 
breaking reason for 
keeping 17 rabbits is an 
emotional thump). For 
Lady Sarah, being the 


power behind the throne 
suits her perfectly but 
when stakes are raised 
that affect her own life, 
her need for control 
becomes more stronger, 
while Abigail’s fall from 
grace lends her a steel 
and resolve that won’t 
allow her to ever stumble 
again, no matter who gets 
in the way. 

The performances 
bring these characters to 
life exceptionally well. 
Emma Stone and Rachel 
Weisz have arguably the 
showier performances, 
but there is real depth and 
nuance to their turns that 
are wonderful to watch. 

Weisz’s performance 
as the flinty and seem- 
ingly-untouchable hand 
to the Queen is chillingly 
blunt, yet shows the 
emotional impact of see¬ 
ing her friend and lover 
being wooed by Abigail, 
while Stone (and a 
near-impeccable English 
accent) is superb as she 
manipulates and cleverly 
works her way up the 
ladder to the Queen’s 
affections. 


It is Olivia Colman 
who, with a less grand- 
standing role, is perhaps 
the standout here. Her 
Queen Anne is a com¬ 
plex character, full of 
emotional baggage and a 
lack of self-belief, happy 
to acquiesce to others, 
and Colman brings her 
to life with a mesmeric 
turn that runs the gamut 
from hilarious through to 
emotionally fragile with 
seamless flair. 

Around them is a cast 
full of strong turns, most 
notably Nicholas Hoult 
as Harley, the leader of 
the opposition with a 
neat line in pithy put- 
downs and determined to 
curry favour no matter 
what. 

If the film does 
threaten to run out of 
steam towards its climax, 
the post-script of events 
lacking the humour and 
smart manipulations of 
what has gone before, 
then Lanthimos at least 
ends the film on a note 
that lingers. 

Along with a script 
that has some razor-sharp 


lines. The Favourite is a 
wholly compelling piece 
of work, a film that is a 
powerful study of human 
needs and desires and the 
corroding influence of 
power. 

VERDICT: Another 
weird, darkly comic 
and ultimately mes¬ 
merising film from 
Yorgos Lanthimos, The 
Favourite sees three 
superb actors - Rachel 
Weisz, Emma Stone and, 
perhaps most impressive 
of all, Olivia Colman - at 
the top of their game in a 
story of emotional frailty, 
power and manipulation. 
Lent a visual feel that is 
gloriously irreverent and 
in keeping with the tone 
of the piece, this is a 
hugely impressive work. 
Essential viewing.

Each week you choose three or more of the 
suggestions, which involve trying something new, 
swapping old habits for better ones, and changing 
small parts of your daily routine, and the idea is 
that by focusing on smaller areas where you can 
make sustainable changes, you’ll be able to lead a 
healthier lifestyle long term - not just for the first 
few weeks of January. 


The planner can be personalised to help you 
focus on achieving individual goals, such as 
reducing sugar or becoming more active, and it’s 
colour-coded to highlight six areas that are key to 
improving diet and lifestyle.

Blue = protein: To boost plant 
protein and include fish your diet. 

Pink = lower salt, sugar and 
saturated fat. 

The BNF explains that people 
can choose what’s best suited to 
them - so if you want to focus 
on upping your fruit and veg 
intake, start your weekly planner 
by choosing green suggestions, 
or if you fancy eating healthier 
proteins, begin the year by taking 
on the blue challenges. 

Try new goals each week, 
to help you turn the lifestyle 
changes into long-term habits.

planner has been developed 
by BNF nutrition scientists to 
provide a practical guide to help 
people put their New Year’s 
resolutions into action, but also 
to provide an extra motivator for 
keeping things going longer-term. 
It’s a great feeling at the end of 
each day to tick off completed 
challenges and, in turn, the goals 
you’ve started to achieve.” 

The Try, Swap, Change 
suggestions 

1. Eat the rainbow (green) 

Eat at least 3 different coloured 
fruit and vegetables. 

2. Get plant-based (blue) 

Incorporate some plant-based 

protein into your day, e.g. beans, 
peas, lentils, tofu, nuts or seeds. 

3. Go Slow (orange) 

Try eating more slowly and 
enjoying your food - eating more 
slowly can give your body time 
to realise it’s full. 

4. Grab some grains (yellow) 

Try a new wholegrain food, 

e.g. wholemeal breads (why not 
try wholemeal piha, wraps and 
bagels?), brown rice, oats, barley, 
quinoa, buckwheat, wholegrain 
spelt pasta, bulgur wheat or plain 
popcorn. 

5. Screen breaks (orange) 

Try to reduce your seated 


screen time, such as time spent 
watching TV or on the computer. 
Set yourself a challenge, e.g. only 
one hour of seated screen time 
a day, or halving the time you’d 
usually spend each day and stick 
to it. 

Swap 

6. Wake up with fibre (yellow) 

Swap your usual breakfast/ 

morning foods for higher fibre 
versions. 

7. Get fruity! (green) 

Have a variety of fruit and 

vegetables instead of your usual 
snacks. 

8. Move more (red) 

Swap your usual routine - add 
an extra 10 minutes of activity, 
e.g. walking, swimming or 
weights, each day. 

9. Fish in a dish (blue) 

Up your fish intake - try to eat 
two portions or more this week, 
one of which should be an oily 
fish such as salmon, sardines, kip¬ 
pers, whitebait, mackerel, trout, 
herring, pilchards or fresh tuna. 

10. Snack ahack (pink) 

Swap snacks high in saturates, 

sugar or salt such as crisps, 
chocolate and sweets for fruit, 
vegetables, plain yogurt, nuts or 
seeds.

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Be watchful - 
the Mari Lwyd 
is on the prowl 


THE Mari Lwyd will be on 
tour of some of the Cowbridge 
pubs on Friday, January 11, 
collecting donations towards 
Dolen, a charity aiming to 
improve the health and educa¬ 
tion of people living in Lesotho, 
South Africa. 

The tour of the pubs will begin 
around 8.30pm. 

The long-standing tradition features 
a mare’s skull, deeorated with bells 
and ribbons, whieh is led from house 
to house in the depths of winter by 
gangs of revellers. 

A white sheet attaehed to the skull 
is draped over the head and shoulders 
of the man who earries it, and a meeh- 
anism is usually rigged up allowing 
the jaw to be opened and elosed to 
frighten the women and ehildren! 

The ‘Fari’ in Cowbridge, whieh 
nowadays visits pubs in the town 
in January, has eoloured plastie eye 
soekets in front of flashing light bulbs 
to give an eerie effeet! 

Traditionally, Mari was led by a 
man wearing a top hat or bowler, 
ealled the Sergeant, and they were 
joined by a gang of men and some¬ 
times boys. 

Mari knoeked on the door of the 
farmhouse, and the men would sing: 
“Wei, dyma ni’n dwad, gyfeillion 
diniwad, i ofyn ‘sgawn gannad i ganu” 
(“Well, here we eome, innoeent friend, 
to ask permission to sing”). 

Inside the house, the family, and 
sometimes the loeal bard who’d been 
bribed with beer to help out, would 


reply in verse. A sung dialogue would 
then ensue in whieh the Fari would 
demand aeeess and the family refuse, 
until no-one eould invent any more 
verses. 

At this point, they would open the 
door and the group be plied with 
food and drink. Legend has it that 
on one oeeasion, both groups had 
sueh prolifle poets that the bardie duel 
eontinued thoroughout the night, and 
Mari didn’t gain entry until dawn! 

The eustom existed in Cowbridge 
until the 1930s, with the verses by then 
sung in English. Mr Bill Lewis, who 
arranged the modem Mari’s anties 
in the town eaeh year, told how he 
and other youngsters followed the 
revellers aeross the fields from farm 
to farm. He remembered one of the 
verses he sang, whieh eorresponds to 
one of the traditional Welsh verses: 
“Through bushes and briars. O’er 
mountains and mires. We wish you a 
happy new year.” 

In Peneoed, the Fari was still visit¬ 
ing farms in the area in the 1960s and 
the village of Llangynwyd is known 
to have a long tradition of Mari Lwyd 
visits. In Monmouthshire in the 19th 
eentury, the eustom was eneouragedby 
Lady Llanover, and a hologram-style 
depletion of the Fari Lwyd remains 
above the door of the old post offiee in 
the village of Llanover.

Penarth 
roundabout 
could be 
removed 


A major Penarth 
roundabout could 
be removed with 
new one-way sys¬ 
tems proposed 
under a trial set to 
be agreed by the 
council. 

The Vale Couneil’s 
eabinet is set to deeide 
this month whether to 
introduee an experimen¬ 
tal traffie order whieh 
would see the removal 
of the roundabout at the 
junetion of Plassey Street 
and Windsor Road. 

The roundabout would 
be removed in favour of 
an uneontrolled junetion 
permitting one-way 
eastbound traffie along 
Plassey Street to its june¬ 
tion with High Street. 

A short seetion of one¬ 
way traffie eould also 
be introdueed on High 
Street between Ludlow 
Street and Windsor Road 
with traffie heading north 
to south only. 

It means traffie would 
be able to use Plassey 
Street or Windsor Road 
to aeeess Penarth town 
eentre, or Windsor Road 
to exit the town via the 
signal junetion at Barons 
Court. 

A touean erossing is 
also proposed in Windsor 
Road immediately east 
after the new junetion 
with Plassey Street. 

A eouneil report says 
“enhaneed eyele faeili- 
ties” would be provided 
along Plassey Street over 
the length of the one-way 
system. 

The trial would eost 
£65,000, paid for from 
a £1.47million seetion 
106 eontribution from 
the developers of Penarth 
Heights. 

But if it proves sue- 
eessful the new traffie 
system would eost 
£1.2million to implement 
on a permanent basis. 


The Vale Couneil’s 
eabinet is set to deeide 
whether to introduee the 
experimental one-way 
traffie regulation order at 
its meeting on January 
21, after deferring the 
deeision today (January 

7). 

It follows a eonsul- 
tation on four possible 
options on how to 
improve traffie arrange¬ 
ments in the area, held 
between May 14 and July 
9 2018. 

The eouneil has 
deeided to progress with 
option two - a one-way 
system for Plassey Street 
and High Street - but not 
go ahead with a 20mph 
speed limit after eoneems 
raised in the eonsultation. 

The order, if approved, 
eould remain in plaee up 
to for 18 months, after 
whieh time the order has 
to be withdrawn or made 
permanent. 

There have been six 
road erashes in the area 
eovered by the order 
between June 2015 and 
June 2018 that resulted in 
personal injury - two of 
whieh were serious, four 
were minor. 

Four of these erashes 
- three slight and one 
serious - were eaused 
by drivers failing to look 
properly before manoeu¬ 
vring. The remaining 
minor ineidents were 
eaused by driver illness 
or disability, while one 
serious erash took plaee 
due to “an emergeney 
vehiele on eall and neg¬ 
ligent aetion to open the 
vehiele door,” a eouneil 
report says. 

In that time, there were 
no erashes in the area 
whieh involved personal 
injury to pedestrians or 
eyelists.

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Two Vale 
schools to 
be completely 
rebuilt 


TWO Vale schools 
will get new build¬ 
ings after Welsh 
Government 
increased funding. 

Pencoedtre High 
School and St Nicholas 
Church in Wales School 
will be rebuilt after 
the Vale Council’s 
cabinet approved the 
plans on January 7. 

The two schools had 
been in line for refur- 
bishments, but will now 
get new buildings as 
funding for the next stage 
of the Vale Council’s 
21st Century Schools 
Programme has risen 
to nearly £144 million. 

The extra funding also 
means plans for a new 
and expanded Centre for 
Learning and Wellbeing, 
providing a ‘therapeutic 
service’ for vulnerable 
pupils, will be developed 
instead of the previously 
proposed Centre for 
Behavioural Excellence. 

The “Centre for 
Behavioural Excellenee” 
was intended to be built 
adjacent to Whitmore 
High School to replace 
the pupil referral unit 
at Amelia Trust Farm. 

A cabinet report said 
the Whitmore High 


School site was no 
longer deemed suitable 
for the new centre and 
new location options 
are being explored. 

The extra funding will 
also ensure a greater 
number of ehildren with 
additional learning needs 
can be accommodated at 
Ysgol y Deri in Penarth. 

The council said it 
will soon reveal plans for 
extensive further invest¬ 
ment in primary pro¬ 
vision across the Vale. 

Band B of the 21st 
Century Schools 
Programme will invest 
£143,904 million in Vale 
schools, up from the 
£142,417 million Welsh 
Government originally 
committed to the project. 

Welsh Government 
is set to eontribute 
£84,567 million, with the 
council making up the 
other £59,337 million. 

Vale Council Leader 
John Thomas told the 
cabinet on January 7: “It’s 
an excellent news story 
that we can build a new 
school in Pencoedtre.”
